Steady ing upward. The total for the week end- 


ing May 2 is put at 117,811 units as 
compared with a revised estimate of 116,893 for the 
week ended Apr. 25. Chrysler and General Motors di- 
visions are holding at almost capacity production and 
the independents are operating at high levels. Chev- 
rolet’s April total is expected to reach 150,000 units. 
Pontiac will close the month with approximately 21,000, 
Oldsmobile will run between 24,000 and 25,000 units and 
Buick will account for 18,600. In the Chrysler Corp. 
the Dodge total is expected to be 37,900, while Plymouth 
will reach 55,000. Chrysler and De Soto units will run | 
6,595 and 4,721 respectively. Among the independents 
Studebaker is expected to reach an April total of 9,761. 
Hudson-Terraplane will hit 15,873. Graham will total 
perhaps 2,822. Nash-LaFayette are expected to account 
for 8,964, while Auburn and Cord combined, which are 
really just getting under way, will have an April total 
of approximately 885. Packard is running at near peak 
with the April output expected to reach 7,960 and Reo} 
and Willys will turn out about 2,124 and 3,067 respectively. 
These totals, coupled with estimated Ford total of 115,000, 
plus some 30,000 miscellaneous cars and trucks, will bring 
the total for the month to approximately 515,868 units.

Outlook for the second quarter is gener- 


Second ally considered good. Sales of new cars 
Quarter and trucks which swept sharply upward 
Bright since the first of March have shown no in- 


dication of abatement. All plants, with only 
one major exception, report orders from the field show- 
ing remarkable strength and on the basis of this demand 
the May schedules are generally pointed along the levels 
for April. These is still some question as which month 
will carry off the honors for the year. In a production 
way, it seems likely that April will take the ribbon, while 
May looms as the peak month in sales. In any case, 
present indications are that May will run April a good 
second should the current month prove high in both pro- 
duction and sales. Last year the peak came in April 
and for several years April, May and June have been 
running about neck and neck for the honors. It now 
seems likely that the new passenger car registrations 
in April will run 20 to 25 per cent ahead of March, 
which is estimated at between 295,000 and 300,000 units. 
This would bring the April total to 360,000 to 375,000 
units. Should May top the April mark, it would mean 
a total of close to 400,000 units for the month. Just 
what effect the payment of soldier bonus money on 
June 15 will have in sustaining sales that month and dur- 
ing July is still problematical. It is felt that much of this 
money will be spent for new cars but many of these sales 
already have been made with payments to be made at a 
later date. A generally good selling season is anticipated 


for the remainder of the summer with used cars moving 
at better ratio to new car sales.
